The man had no friends and was 
given a pauper burial, notwithstanding, 
he had money. A Delphos councilman 
wrote here to the medical college author 
ities, saying the old man's body could be 
procured. 
A party of students re- 
sponded in person and at dusk last even 
ing they dug the remains from the grave 
packed them in a trunk and quietly 
shipped them here. 
The resurrection is 
not generally known at Delphos and the 
ghoulish work will create a sensation 
there, although no one cares for the dead 
miser.

This is the text of the proposed amend- 
ment to the state constitution, changing 
the length of the terms for which county 
ofScers are to hold office. 
The resolu- 
tion was approved March 7, 1885, and is 
as follows: 


Resolved by the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, that the 
following amendment to the constitution 
of the state of Indiana be and the same 
is hereby proposed and agreed to, to- 
wit: Amend section two of the sixth ar- 
ticle to read: 


Section 2. There shall be elected in 
each county, by the voters thereof, at 
the times of holding general elections, a 
clerk of the circuit court, auditor, re- 
corder, trecisurer, sheriff, coroner a ad 
surveyor, who shall severally hold their 
offices for a term of four years from the 
first day of January after their election, 
and no person shall be eligible to either 
of said offices, except that of survevor, 
more than four yerrs, or one term in any 
period of eight years. 
Provided, that in 
case of the appointment of any one of 
such officers to fill a n y vacancy therein, 
such appointee shall be appointed to 
hold only to the 1st of January succeed- 
iDg the next general election after such 
vacancy occurs.

Built Up Everywhere, 


'There are 265 telephones in service in 
Fort Wayne, and 1,300 iu my district," 
said H. H. Matlock, super ntendent of 
tht) Fort Wayne exchange. The growth 
of the telephone ia one of the most re- 
markable in the history of inventions. 
In August, 1877, the number of instrii- 
ments in use in this country was only 788, 
wnile in February, 1880, there were 60.- 
800, 249,700 in 1885, 307.010 in 1884, 
and in February, 1885, 325,574. 
There 
are about eighteen thousand in Canada, 
and thirteen thousand in Great Britain. 
The number of exchanges has grown 
frrm 100 in 1880, to 782 in 1885. In 
January last there were 237,228 miles of 
telephone wire in this country. 
There 
are 1,186 persons furnished employment 
by the exchanges. 
More patents have 
been issued on the telephone than in any 
other single line of invention in this 
couniry.

Some of our children may like to 


hear of some of our pets. There ia Paso, 
the handsomest tan-and-white colored 
dog in the world, and just as knowing 
as he is handsome.

The Proposed Amendment to tlie 


State Constitution to Be 


Voted On. 


This is the text of the proposed amend- 


ment to the state constitution, changing 
the length of the terms for which county 
officers nro to hold office. 
Tho resolu- 


tion was approved March 7, 1885, and is 
as follows: 


Resolved by the house of representa 


tives, the senate concurring, that thi 
following amendment to the constitution 
of the state of Indiana be and the same 
is hereby proposed and agreed to, to 
wit: Amend section two of the sixth ar 
ticle to read; 


SECTION 2. There shall be elected in 


each county, by the voters thereof, ai 
the times of holding geueral elections, i 
clerk of the circuit court, auditor, re- 
corder, treasurer, sheriff, coroner anr 
surveyor, who shall severally hold tbeir 
offices for a term of four years from the 
first day of January after their election 
and no person shall be eligible to either 
of said offices, except that of surveyor, 
more than four yerrs, or one term iu any 
period of eight years. Provided, that in 
cfise of the appointment of any one o 
such officers to fill any vacancy therein, 
such appointee shall be appointed to 
hold only to the 1st of January succeed- 
ing the ne^t general election after such 
vacancy occurs.

000,000 and Auditor of Stato Rico fears 
another decrease this year, simply be- 
cause farm property does not bear its 
just burden ot taxation. In Allen county 
farm lands and improvements aro taxed 
89,007,102; oi y lota and improvements, 
$9,051,945, and personal property 85,- 
535,110. 


Says tlifi Journal: "Tho county which 


has the largest urea of farm laud is Allen 
with 410,056.63 acres, assessed at g9,- 
007,102, while 233,880.46 acres in Marion 
county avo assessed at $12,975,345, and 
Shelby county, on 261,709.5-1 acres, is 
assessed at §8,586,860, from which it ap- 
pears that Allen county does not pay her 
fair share of tax. It is the opinion of the 
state auditor that the assessment on city 
property is proportionately higher than 
on farm property, while the assessed 
value of personal property falls more 
than 50 per cent, below the amount it 
ought to be taxed for."
